Retiring December 31

Robert A. Conard, Senior Scientist in
the Medical Department, will retire after
23 years with the Laboratory. Conard re-
ceived his M.D. degree in 1941 from the
Medical College of South Carolina. He
spent 14 years in the U.S. Navy as a medi-
cal officer specializing in nuclear medicine
and is a Rear Admiral in the Naval Re-
serve.

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Per Diem Increase

Before attending a seminar in Japan
last month, members of the Reactor Safety
delegation made comments in jest reveal-
ing their “secret contingency plans” to de-
fray dining costs in that country. As the
November 17 Bulletin article noted, the
$18 per day travel expense allowed by the
Lab could not adequately cover living ex-
penses in a foreign country where the de-
valued dollar might cause a meal to cost
between $10 and $30 per person.

The Laboratory annually reviews its per
diem travel allowance and has increased it
gradually in past years in response to in-
creases in the cost of living index. The
most recent review, however, resulted in a
more substantial per diem increase owing
to world-wide inflation and the devaluation
of the U.S. dollar. Because the cost of trave!
to Japan has increased most notably due
to domestic inflation and the currency ex-
change rate, a special, higher rate has been
approved for travelers to that country.

At its December meeting, the Executive
Committe of the AUI Board of Trustees
approved a foreign travel per diem of $27,
except for Japan where the rate will be
$32 per day. The increase becomes effec-
tive January, 1979. The domestic per
diem of $18 remains unchanged.
